FEATS or rOUU CI>H»I'JGKS. 

The Closest Occiiii Kiice or 
Twenty Years Just liVoii. 

The chronic grumblers of the Mura- 
time E.xcliango, who have had nothing 
to talk ahout excepi the iiard times for 
nobody can tell how many years, havo 
had to drop the topic for two days past 
in order to recall with animatioii the 
days when clipper ships were built and 
times were good, and each ship that 
came out had to beat the record or take 
reduced freights. The cause of all this 
change was due to the arrival of four 
vessels at this port tliat bad crossed 
the Atlantic in remarkable time, one 
of them having eclipsed all former ro 
corda from the port from which she 
sailed, Two of these ships wore big 
Maine clippers on their first round voy- 
ages in the San Francisco trade, uiid 
two were built in Nova Scotia. 

At noon on October lOih, the ship 
Albert 6. Ropes, Oapt. David H. 
Rivers, hauled out of tlie dock iit Liv- 
erpool, having 1,500 tons of salt on 
board. She was in tow for eight hours, 
and then made all Bail with a freth 
wind in the north-north-east. One hour 
after the Ropes had left the dock ilie 
Commodore T. H. Allen, Capt. Robert 
MerriidaD|,p|Lrrying a light cargo fol- 
lowedflier,- a'nd began making sail at 
about the same time. Both ships tiiea- 
aure over 2,200 tons, lo h have 
masts so tall tiuit n landsman j^eta diz 
zy looking at the tops of thcni, and 
both spread nearly two acres of canvas 
in 8ucti'^» wind as' was whistling over 
their decks on the evening of Oct., 10th. 

There were only two dirty Liver 
pool tugs to see the send-ofi', but there 
has not been buch a race in twenty 
years as was tlien beguu. The two 
ships lost bight of each other during the 
night, but each captain knew that the 
other was not far away, and each one 
watched the trim of his canvas and the 
course by the compass in a way tluit 
would prevent the loss of an inch of 
vantage. For forty-eight hours neither 
saw the other, but at the end of that 
time Oapt. Rivers saw the skysails of 
the Allen looming above the horizon 
astern. The wind was liglit and in the, 
east, and the Allen hml rpuo|^nized 
their opponent a head, l)ut with bucli 
light airs that the race was a:,'yravatiiig. 
The Allen crawled up a bit during the 
day, which was Monday, and for two 
days the two ships watched each other, 
havingjith'e.wbole. ocean to thomselvef;. 
They; ^ere'feeling off the miles at a 
fair rate, ibut were doing nothing to 
brag of. 

It is likely'that there were never two 
captains more surprised than these were 
when, on Wednesday morning, they 
awoke-to'tbe fact that soineborl^'s roy- 
al sail was showing up astern, and that 
it was a British royal at that. ]3efore 
night the third ship, the Flora P. Staf- 
ford, of . Windsor, Nova Scotia, Ca[)t. 
John Smith, had pa.^.sed the Allen, and 
was legging along after the Ropes in a 
most provoking style. The Stafford bad 
left Bristol on the day after the two 
American ships left Liveriiool, and 
hero she was overhauling both of them. 

Thereafter for si.x days these there 
ships watched each other as cats watch 
mice, and then the Stallbrd disappear- 
ed. When the George's Bank was 
reached, sixteen days after leaving Liv- 
verpool, the Allen and the Kopes were 
still in sight of each other. But there 
they separated. They had hold a good 
■wind from, north to east, and had every 
reason to feel comfortable over the 
work done. 

!Five days later both were cruising 
along Long Island, the Ropes passing 
Fire Island light about fourhours ahead 
of the Allen, fiat that four hours were 
enough 1*0 land th^'^opeB . -inBide itbe 



bttr uparly twenty-four'houra' a heli'd'of 
her rival. The weather came on thick 
and the wind heavy, and the Allen 
had to lie ouLsido until Friday. On that 
day the Flora StalTord arrived. She was 
ofl" the bar at Gve o'clock in the morn- 
ing, but her pilot refused to take her in. 

The actual time of the Ropes to the 
bar was eighteen days and twelve hours 
and from dock to dock a few luinutea 
less than nineteen days. The captains 
of these three ships were inclined to bo 
jubilant, but when they got on shore 
they heard of a little Nova Sootia bark 
that hud beaten them all. On October 
11th the hark Belt, commanded by 
Oajjt. N. V. jMunro, sailed out of 
Flushing, the port at the mouth of the 
river, two hours below Antwerp, at 
about 10 o'clock, having silver sand 
and empty petroleum barrels for this 
port. She made runs varying from 150 
to 265 miles day after day, and at 
2:30 o'clock on Thursday last she was 
at anchor off Staten Island. Her run 
was between .seventeen and eighteen 
days. She had beiitcn the record from 
Aiitwer]). When it is considered that 
Antwerp is at least a day and a half 
further away than Liverpool or Bristol, 
St is seen that the Belt, which mea- 
sured only 1,246 tons, has made a jjiiss 
age that compares favorably with the 
most famous passages of the old 
American Liverppol packets. — N. Y. 
Times.

St. Tiio.MAS, Nov. 10 — The coat, hat 
and vest of Marshall Piggot, supposed 
to have been murdered a year ago, 
were found yesterday in the lake ad- 
joining the farm of Havelock Smith, 
now in jail charged with the murder. 

Considerable surprise was caused 
hero yesterday by the rejiort that Mr. 
Campbell, postmaster of Ayliner, is 
missing. His accounts are said to be 
considerably short. 

' MoNTiiKAL, Nov. If). — The statement 
of the jtirm of 0. T. Picard it Co., 
whol-^sale jewellers, who failed a few 
days ago, shows the liabilities to be 
■$2G,000, and assets §21,000. 

A cable to the Globe says the in- 
creased space granted to Canada at the 
Colonial exhibition amounts to six 
thousand five hundred feet inside the 
building and almost as much in the 
gardens for outside exhibits. It is be- 
lieved ihis addition makes thoCai.aJian 
court the large.st granted to any colony 
not excepting the Indian court. , 

One of the sights on King street 
yesterday was Pretnier Norquay riding 
in !i stylish dog cart, driven by a coach 
man in livery, cockade and all. Mr. 
Bedson is also here, 

The feeling about tho Riol matter 
has lapsed into quietness to day. The 
Dominion flag which was at half-mast 
on the city hall has been taken down 
and replaced by the French tri-color, at 
the request of a deputation who wait- 
ed on jNlnyor Beaiigrand, and represent- 
ed that it was calculated to increase 
the excitement rather than to ally it. 
The mayor said he thought it was a 
mistake, and was done without weigh- 
ing probable consequences, and he 
would have it removed. No further 
trouble is anticijjated. 

Ottawa. Nov. j". — The Citizen has 
the following in connection with the 
crowd engaged in burning efligiea last 
night: "We are informed that among 
the leaders of the mob that came up 
town Inst night for the purpose of 
wrecking the Citizen olSce were sever- 
al members of the civil .service, whose 
names are in our possession. We dn- 
mand that the (Government deal with 
these gentlemen rowdies in a snmmary 
manner." 

Kingston, Nov, 16. — Andrew Mc- 
Farlano aged 80 was struck by a 
freight train at Mooney's crossing near 
Napanee and killed. The horse was 
killed and the buggy smashed. Mc- 
Farlane was verv deaf. 



Eastern States. 

St. Louis, Nov. 20. — Ex-JIayor Jului 
B. Bowman, of East St. Louis, Ills., w.^s 
aggftssinatod in a cowardly maimer a few 
feet from his homo at 8 o'clock this oveu- 
ing. He was returning from Belleville, 
Ilia., and was walking home with Baatchal 
in his hand. Just before the shooting a 
man was seen ivulkiiig bohiiid hiin. As 
Mr. Bowman readied liia gate the man 
walked up mid duliber.-itely placed a re- 
volver back of his neck and Orud. Mr. 
Bowman fell and died iiiatantly. When 
found five minutes later, the skin of Ills 
neck: was ponder burned. The p'llice 
have no clue to the identity of the mur- 
derer. Mr. Bowman was tho boat known 
pi)htioian in Southern Illino'is, luul w;ia a 
lieutenant and friend of conyrensinan 
Morrison.

TEE DEFENCE OF INDIA. 

A. great-scheme for tlio defence of Incliii 
is aaidto have been adopted. The coat is 
said to be no less than £60,000,000 ster- 
ling, to bo spent ill t'iglu or ten yeara. 
The plan includes tho dopondonoioa of 
Suigaporc, Ot-yloii, Aden, Bombay and 
Kurracheo. Tho latter place will ha a 
moat important post. In pursunnco of 
the new Bcheme proposed for tho protec- 
tion of India a railway will bo made to 
Piahin, passing through a strongly en- 
tronchod camp tliero. Tlio Knjack Pass 
is to be fortitiod and a powerful post 
created at Cluiniar, which vvill bo tlio ter- 
miuuB of tho railwuj'. I'^om tiienco to 
Oandahar all the eacthtvorka and bridges 
are-to be i&ade so that rails can be laid 
down in a few days. It is also proposed 
to have the earthworks and bridges pre- 
pared for a railway from Oandahar to 
Cabul. The scheino for the defonco of 
India ahowa thatPiahawur ia to be strong- 
ly fortified and a strong post established 
at Jumrood, and a strategic line of rails to 
be laid along the banks of the Indua, con- 
necting the posts of Robat, Deva Ismail, 
Khan Attock, etc. The plan, moreover, 
providea that liiirbnrs uf refuge for women, 
children, sick and invalid aro to bo formed 
at the hill atatious of Murra, Dalhousie 
and Kasauli . 



IVuts for the Coal llurboriies to 
Cracli. 

To rtiE EorroR: — The Daily Times of 
Saturday contained a letter by "Amicus," 
in which you uro the friendly recipient of 
much crilicisni which, whatever its fail- 
ings, is not open to tho charge of llattery. 
The personal portions of "Auucuh' " let- 
ter I do not wish to criticizo, but I would 
like to say a few words in questioning the 
accuracy of certain atatenienta made as to 
the injurious effacta uplin Victoria of thij 
estonsion of the Canadian Pacific railway 
to English Bay. 

"Aiiiioua" aBserta that "two-thirds of 
all tho merchandise landed at our docks 
ia intended for and is consumed upon tho 
mainland,"' and that "immediately upon 
the openinfr of tho 0. P. R. two-thirds of 
tho present trade of Victoria will have to 
forsako it." The he.^^•y expenditure upon 
railway construction on the mainland and 
the large number of men employed upon 
thatVTork did, no doubt, increase greatly 
the consumption of goods on the main- 
land, but "Amicus' " estimate of two- 
thirds of tho goods imported into Victoria 
as having been cutisumed on tho mainland 
Btrikea nio ati much too high. It would 
be interesting to have tho data by which 
"Aniicua" "knows" such to bo tho case. 

As tlio consumption of imported go(jd» 
per head of a city population ia usually 
estimated at double that of an ai;ricul- 
ural one, and throe times that of railway 
workers, my own belief is that of tho 
goods imported into Victoria about o'no- 
third arc consumed '.vilhin tha city and 
district. Now that railway work has 
ceased on tho mainland and thou- 
sands of hands have left this 
province and other thousands have come 
to Vancouver island, the consinnption of 
goods on the mainland has perceptibly 
diminished and the pr.iporiion of importu 
into Victoria for coiisumption on the 
mainland has greatly decreased. 1 will 
^remind "Amicus" that over three hun- 
dred thousand dollars' worth of goods 
per month continue to arrive at Victoria, 
and that so small is the transfer of gooda 
to '.he mainland that from tho first of 
next mouth one train per week ia consid- 
ered ample by tho Dominion government 
to supply the requirements uf the inte- 
rior. This indicates only a small oon- 
snraption of gooda by the nu«inland com- 
pared with A'"anoour iaIanJ and nothing 
approaching to tho two-thirda claimed by 
"Amicus." 

rJow, as to the statement that "upon 
the opening of tho G. P. R. two-thirds 
of the present trade of Victoria will have 
to forsake it," I think I can prove to 
"Aniicua" that he is laboring under a de- 
lusion. "Ainicua" appears t J think that 
the imports into tho port, of Victoria all 
ccnie from Canada i^y Northc-rii Pacific 
rail and that when the G. P. 11. is com- 
pleted they will be diverted to that line 
and so eat off the two-thirds which he 
states the mainland consumes from tho 
trade of Victoria. Now, the f.ietH are 
these: The tot.il imports into tho port of 
Victoria fur the year ending iJOth June 
were about four and a half millions. Uf 
this sum nearly three and a half millions 
were from the United Kingdom and for- 
eign pons and under one million from the 
eastern provinces of Canada. 

So far as the iuipurts fri.iii Great Brit- 
ain by sailing vosaeh, fium .Saii Fraiioiaoo 
by stoumera, and hy ships from China and 
other countries, thoro is not the slightest 
probability bf these being affected by the 
opening of tno Canadian Pacific Railway 
aa the merchants who ni.ako tho importa- 
tions are located right here and have no 
intention of going ehewlioro. These im- 
portations, it will 1)0 (Jij.icrved, comprise 
nearly three-fourths of the impurta into 
Victoria. lOf the remaining one fuur<:h 
from the eastern provincea which will 
come hy rail more than one-half is for 
consumption on Vancouver Inland. For 
this trade tho C, P. railway wdl liiu'e to 
compete with the Northern Pacific rail- 
way, and the probability is that it will be 
equally divided between the two lines. 
Even the trada of the- Ifrascr valley will 
be a matter of competition between the 
rival companies, and all that tho C. P. R. 
has undisputed posaesaian of i.s iho inter- 
ior trade above Yale, Some years ago be- 
fore railway coiietrL:cti(jii coinineneed and 
when road tolls were i mpused I had oc- 
caaiou to make an estimate of the interior 
trade, and I was surprised to find that the 
gooda paying toll at Yale were leas than 
fifteen per cent, ot Victoria's imports. .Aa 
tho interior of B. C. has not dovohjped 
more rapidly than itacoa.st, now that rail- 
way work is through fifteen, or if you like, 
twenty-per cent, is abAut what the inter- 
ior can .bo expecced to consumo of oagtorn 
provinces' goods, imported into B. 0. As 
in some portions of ilio interior tlio Chi- 
nese are more numerous than the whites, 
and John CQiianmeB mostly Chineso goods 
and next to nothing Canadian, I am con- 
fident that in naming twenty.per cent. I 
name outside 'figures'. 

Assuming, for the sake of argument, 
that the C. P. R. obtain:! tho whole trafUc 
of tho mainland in eastern goods iniporl- 
edj the result would only be that Victoria 
would lose half a niilli()n out of her four 
and a half inilliuna of imports, or about 
ehven j>|u^cent, Jnstead of losing three 
millibifs'or'seVet/t'y five per cent, aa claim- 
ed by "Amicus" without any proof what- 
ever. 

In my opinion Victoria is more likely 
to aulFer from tho cessation oi' r-iilway 
construction than from its diversion by 
the conipletiou of the C, P. R.

THE CANADIAN PACIFIC RAILWAY 

A Scotch View of the Grand 
Achievement. 

The lUlssIon of the New Route.

A score of years ago, or leas, tho notion 
of travelling from Liverpool to the waters 
of the Pacific in the Georgian strait in 
twelve or fuurtoon daya, woold have been 
scouted aa aomo wild dream of Julos 
Verne's. Within that space uf time, tho 
Canadian Paoilio Railway schenio haa boon 
incubated, has passed through more than 
its share of trials, revei 3e3,and diliiculties, 
and haa at length boon hrought to the 
very ohmax of successful completion. 
After the present week, Messrs. Gaze or 
Cook may, when they pleaso, add to their 
spocially conducted tours tho excursion 
'•to tho Pacific and back within u month, 
by Lake iN'opigoii, Kicking Hurae Pass, 
andthcFrasur lllvor." Veaterday, through 
passenger trains began to run over the 
2244 miles of road from Montreal to 
Stephen Station, on the western side of 
thu main range of the Rocky mountaina. 
Kuino timo ago, the section of tho lino in 
British Columbia waa completed by tho 
Canadian government aa far aa Kainloopa, 
on tho Thompson fork of the Eraser. The 
intervening gap of 300 miles, whore the 
road ia carried over the gorges of the Ool- 
umbia river, and the dense foreata and in- 
tricate pa-taes of the Selkirk range, is that 
which presented the greatest engineering 
diliiculties of tho track. All obstacles 
have been nucocBsfully aurmouuted, and 
if tho calculations uf the officials aro ful- 
filled, completo railway communication 
will bo estanlishod from Montreal to Bur- 
rard Inlet by .Saturday. Even in these 
days of rapid transit, it is difficult to real- 
i.se all that is implied for tlio Canadian 
Dominion and for British cotniuerco and 
political iiilluence in tho opening up of a 
railway track from ocean to ocean on Brit- 
ish territory. This is not the first time 
that tho North American continent has 
been bridged by an iron pathway. Al- 
ready thu Union and Central, tho South- 
er and the Northern Pacific roads exist on 
United States soil. (Jreat as iii our com- 
mercial stake in theBO important works, 
we cannot regard thom aa touching ua 6o 
nearly in our Imjjerial interests and pride 
as tho Canadian Pacific. It may bo look- 
ed upon as a supremo sign of enterprise 
and energy of our great North American 
colony— a proof that it has attained, or ia 
rapidly approaching, political and com- 
mercial maturity. 

The hiatory of the scheme it ia, per- 
iiaps, well not to enter upon in detail. 
The aubjeet ia beset with tho thorns and 
briars of Canadian party controversy, and 
it is not easy nor very protitable to seek a 
way through theu. It ia probable, nay 
certain, that from first to last there haa 
been a good deal of bad financing and 
blundering ongineoring, of waste, and 
jobbery, and piditical intrigue. Thoro 
may be iiiuoh to be said on tho part of 
those who hold tliat' tho wrong point of 
departure, the wrong crossing of tho 
Rockies, and the wrong tcrruinua on the 
Pacific were chosen. Up to tho 30th of 
June last year, the Dominion government 
had Bubsidiz'.'d tho lino with a total bonus 
of lifty-tliree niilliona of dollars, and had 
granted be.sides, loans to the sum of 
thirty milliona of dollars — its aid, apart 
from tho vast laud grants and other 
privileges and cnnceaaiuns, thus amount- 
ini; to considerably over twenty million.s 
of piounds sterling. A good deal of this 
expondituro has gone in directions that 
will not bear investigation. But let tho 
Work bo looked at as a whole. It cannot 
bo questioned 'Hat it' is one to which 
Canadians can point with pride, A peo- 
ple who can undertake and carry through 
such a scheme, v.'hile still numbering only 
some fuur iiuUione and .scattered over half 
a coiuineiii, aro destined for great things. 
The opening up of tho Northwest ter- 
ritory by a line paasing to the north of 
Lake Superior will have the moat vital 
elfects on fRe devehipment of Canada's 
commerce-, and on the rapid Sdttloment of 
her unuccuijied Hgricukural lands. The 
e.xi.-itpnce, a.-i an available field tor eniigra- 
tioii, of the vast open prairios in tlio. val- 
leys of the Red river, the Saskatchewan 
and the ftiackenzio, ia a revelation cf the 
last generation. Less than thirty years 
sgo, Winnipeg itself, now a city of 
•10,000 inliabitantu, waa represented 
hy a handful of log huts. The 
deocendantB uf Lord Selkirk's Highland 
settlers and of the French voyageurs 
formed little colonies in the neighborhood 
but they wore almost aa onmplotely cut 
off from cunmunicition with tho world 
without as if thoy had been in tho centre 
of Africa. The real frontier of Canadian 
civilization lay far to the eastward; to the 
west and north the country was given up 
to the trapper, tho red man, ond tho 
bison, and law and order was represented 
by Hudson Bay Company posta hundreds 
of miles a[)art . The Rocky mountains 
and tilt' country mi both Hanks of them 
wau a teiia incmjiilta; to journey thither 
was an adventurous and daring enterpriae 
— a work of months; ta paaa the bourne 
and struggle through forests of gigantic 
pine, with their undergrowth of skunk- 
cabbage and devila-club, aa Milton and 
Cliuadle did was a nine dayn' wonder, a 
"Northwest I'iioaago by land," almost aa 
worthy of being marvelled at as tho 
"North-Wcst Passage by sea." Tho 
settlers on tho Red river might raise crops 
hut there was no market for thoir pro- 
duce. Consequently tho colony long re- 
mained nearly stationary in population 
and prosperity. As .soon, however, aa 
tho westward inarch of emigration reach- 
ed this groat unoccupied tract, ^as soon as 
a way of entrance and e.\it was di.-icovorod 
a remarkable transformation took place. 
Population is now pouring in by tens of 
thouaaiidi* every year; and Manitoba and 
the provinces to tho west and northwest 
of it promise to become among tho most 
valuable and productive possessions of the 
British crown. Tho groat objects of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway are to gather 
and develop the productions of this new 
country, and direct thom towards the 
older Lake provinces, and to form a link 
of conneetioii between tho eastern portion 
of the Dominion .ind British Coiumbia. 

So long aa the section, GoO milea in 
length, botweon Callander, in western 
Ontario, and Port Arthur, on Lake Sut 
perior, '.vac unfinished, the first of these 
objects was only half nooured. For some 
timo the line has been in opertjtion from 
Port Arthur to Calgary; Manitoban grain 
and other produce have been finding their 
way to the marketa of the east, and tra- 
velers from England have been able to 
find their way to tho foot of the Rockies in 
thirteen or fourteen daya from Liverpool. 
But retort had to bo raado to United 
Statas lines; even on tbo route by the 
lakes, which waa not available during the 
winter; : the territory of the tepubtio^bad 



to be passed thraugh at the Sault Ste, 
Marie entrance of Superior. There were 
commercial disadvantages to thia, but 
still more important, perhaps, were the 
political considerations involved. Mr, 
Sandford Fleming, tho first enginoor-in- 
chiof of the Canadian line, haa shown 
proof that the risk ot prospective inter- 
ruption from diplomatic causes ia not a 
mere illuaory fear, by quoting from Gen- 
eral Grant's message to congress during 
tho fisheries dispute of 1880, asking that 
power should be conferred on the execu- 
tive to "suspend by proclamation the 
operation of tho law authorizing tho tran- 
sit of gooda, wares, and merchandise in 
bond across the territory of the United 
States to Canada." Other reasons for 
desiring tho entire control of the route to 
tho northwest and tho Pacific, and the 
completion of tho work at tho earliest poa- 
aiblo date, wero brought sharply before 
tho Canadian peoplo and government dur- 
ing the Riel rebellion of ihe past summer. 
The running of a through passenger train 
yesterday from Montreal to the Rooky 
Mountain summit ia the aign that thia 
great national aspiration haa been at length 
secured Tho section from Callander to 
Port Arthur, on which as many aa 10,000 
laborers have been at work, ia never likely 
to bo of itself commercially remunerative. 
It has capabilities of development as a 
lumber country, and it contains some re- 
markable acenery. But it is, in tho main, 
to be viewed merely as a road cut rhrough 
a labyrinth of dense foreat, winding lake- 
h)l.i, and quaking bog, as an aocesa to the 
valuable open country beyond. Nor ia it 
likely that tho portion of the line con- 
atrucfod through the heart of the Rocky 
and Selkirk ranges will ever repay, by 
local traliic, tho cosl of building it. Tho 
scenery is magniticent; there are peaks 
and passes, precipices and glaciers worthy 
of Switzerland; and thu highest aummits 
rival in height tlie giants of the Alps. 
Thero are atmospheric effects and con- 
trasts to be seen in p:ts»ing through these 
mountains such as perhaps can be wit- 
nea.ied nowhere elso, and oertoinly not on 
the United States lines further south, for 
tho traveller ia not uahered from a dry 
region to one atill more arid and bare,but 
from the pure, clear air and aparse vege- 
tation of the plains to the intense green- 
ness and humidity of the Pacific water- 
shod. The line will in time, doubtless, 
be much resorted to by tho touriat; but it 
is as the access to tho great mineral and 
foreat rcgiort of British Columbia, and aa 
tho gateway to the Pacific, that it derives 
its political and commercial importance. 
Its function is that of amain nervoin the 
groat ayntem of British commerce — of a 
stool link binding more firmly tho North 
American colonies to the empire. 

Liive €attlc> Trade. 

Mr. A. J. Thompson (Thompson, Flan- 
nagan & Co.), who had boon in England 
for several months attending to tho inter- 
ests of his firm, returned last week on 
tho Allan liner Caspian. Mr. Thompson, 
who, during tho season, has handled close 
on 12,000 cattle in the various markets of 
England and Scotland, reports business 
as tho wurat ever known. Despite the 
low freighta current during the greater 
part of the year, he is of opinion that 
both oconn and inland charges, aa well as 
rates for cattle, will have to be consider- 
ably lowered before the live stock ox- 
porter can handle beasts in England at u 
profit. Prices have, it is alleged, been 
maintained at a fictitiously high figure in 
Canada through tho reports of aalosmen 
anxious to form a Domii;ion connection, 
and who, neglecting tho most elementary 
principles of hu.siiieaa, accepted drafts 
against shipmonts, which when realized 
left balances on the wrong aide. he 
evil of such trading ia apparent. Tho 
Livo Stock Association of Canada, of 
which I\Ir. Thompson ia vice president, is 
likely to tike up this subject. — Canadian 
(lunette.

SECOND DAY. 
The court opened at 11 a.m. 

ClilMINAL A.S.SAri.T. 

Francis M. Yorke, charged with having 
feloniously attempted to ravish one 
Josephine Fettingill. A lesser charge — 
one of common assault was also included 
in the indictment. 

Mr. Theodore D.ivie, assisted by Mr. 
W. N. Bole, for the defence; Mr. S. 1'. 
Mills for the prosecution. 

The following jury was empanelled: 
William Mann, William Body, S. F. 
Macintosh, J. W. Armstrong (foreman), 
J. E. Blackmore, W. G. Liwaon, G. 
Lyall, Willis Bond, F. Jelfrey, James 
Boyd, P. Carr, ilubort Croaaford. 

Sir. Mills, in opening the case for the 
prosecution said, that to prove the lirat 
count it was necessary to establish that 
the defendant committed the assault with 
carnal intent. Yorke had resided in Pot- 
tiugill's house about a year. On 2l3t 
August prosecutor was away from home. 
That night, in the absence of her hus- 
band, she took her children to her own 
bid. Yorke came in about eight or nine 
o'clock and went to the door of Mrs. 
Pettingill's room upon several pretexts. 
He finally entered the room only partially 
dressed, and getting upon the bod, "muz- 
zled" her, to use his own words. She 
screamed and Yorke ran out of the room 
crying "IMy Gud, my God I" Pottingill, 
upon his return being informed of the 
atl'air, ruahod out of his houso determined 
to have revenge and to take the law into 
his own hands. He was aware chat Yorke 
carried firearms, and better counsel pre- 
vailing ho caused York's arrest on a 
charge uf carrying cnpcealed weapons. 
With regard to the gravity of the ohargi! he 
naturally hesitated, out of c jnsidoration 
for the feelings of his wife, to briny the 
latter into court, though upon Yorke's re- 
turn to Victoria he had felt it his duty to 
do. He would first call tho prosecutrix. 

Before the evidence of tho witness wai 
taken, by request of Mr. T. Davie, Mr. 
Pettingill went out of court. 

The evidence of Mrs. Pettingill elicited 
during the examination in chief was to the 
same purport as that ijiven by her at the 
preliminary trial. 

Tho court having adjourned for one 
hour, Mr. Bole, for tlia defence, erosj- 
e.xamined tlio witne.is at some lengtli. He 
finally requested her to tiike a pencil and 
write tho folimving words: "Dearair: I 
bog to send you a pocket book which my 
little boy picked up on tho street. Mr. 
Pettingill knows all about it, but he does 
not want to have anything to do with it, 
so I keep the money found in tho book as 
niy reward. Yours, Mrs. Pettingill." 

"Now," said Mr. Dole, '"do you recul- 
loct writing a letter like that to a Mr. F. 
W. Woldoni" 

The witness replied that she never 
had, adding, "My husband never told me 
about the pocket-book lost by Woldon. 
To-day is tho tjrst time I ever hoard tell 
of it, and I am very much aurpriaed to 
hear of it now. In company with Mrs. 
Howe I found some uiatchea in Yorke's 
room; they were there in the morning; 
I have just this minute thought uf it. 

Mr. Bole— "What kind of a place is the 
akating rink? You know I am a stranger 
here. " 

His lordship (to counsel) — "Do you 
mean to say you don't know tho akating 
rinki" 

Mr. Bolej.— "Not the one in Victoria, 
ray lord." 

His loidahip (in a tone of surprise) — 
''Don't you .'" (Laughter. ) 

Examination continued — "I„ never 
hoard tho front dour bang while Yorke 
was at my bedroom door." After consid- 
erable croao examination witness admitted 
that oho may havo heard of a paragraph in 
2'he Colonist saying that the police had 
had a warrant in their possession fur over 
two months for the arrest of a young man 
who had been in the town nil the tinio. 
To a question put to the witness as to 
whether aho knew of Yorko bidiig told 
that if ho atoyed out of the country ho 
wonld not be prosecuted , she replied that 
she could not say. This caused hia lord- 
shio to aay: "It is very evident, whether 
ho was told so or not, that if ho stopped 
out of the country ho could not bo prose- 
cuted," — a remark which evoked sunio 
merriment. Mr. Bole pointed out to the 
witness the discrepancy between her de- 
position at the police court and her state- 
ment just raido in that (supremo) court 
aa to thu exact tinio when she bi^gan 
screaming^ He asked her which state- 
ment was right, whereupon witness re- 
plied both were. Mr. Bole then said, "Is 
your memory better now than it was at 
the time of the occurrence?" 

After deliberating a little, witneaa re- 
plied, "Yes." 

"That IS," queried Mr. Bole, "your 
memory is like port wine — il improves by 
keepingi" 

Mr. Mills — "Your lordship, I object to 
my learned friend m.aking such aomnients 
during hia conduct of the cross examina- 
tion." 

Mr. Bole — "Wiien my learned friend 
bus had more exp»riL!iico bo will bo able 
to know bi'.tter than to keep on jumping 
up like a jack-in the-bo.x." 

His lordship (to Mr. Bolc)-"You 
should confine yourself to asking the wit- 
ness what she knows, and not for an opin- 
ion. You are probably a much better 
judge of port wiiio than alio. is (laughter), 
and whether it improves by keeping — 
that is if you are able to keep it! (Roara 
of laughter, which prevailed until order 
waa called) 

J. W. McAllep depoaod to having a 
conversation with i'orke, on August 22 
last, who apoko of having had some 
trouble at Pettingill's house. All ho had 
then heard in regard to tho matter was 
that Mrs. Pettingill told him not to let 
Yorke have his latchkey. In his e.xamin- 
ation-in-chief witneas otateil that Y"'"'^^ 
told him that he (Yorkel" loft tlia room 
'.vi'iiout noGomplishing hm object. This 
atateinenl sviis not ooiitained in the pulioe 
court evidonco of the witness, but on be- 
ing romindud of this fact he re-iterated 
his asBortion that Yorko matle the yoi?iar|: 
him. 

Tho judge said tho statement was a 
most material one, and that Mr. Davio 
acle4 very properly in laying atross on the 
witneas not leaving given thu evidence ba- 
fore, a faot which hia lordahip said ho ro- 
){arded as significant. 

Witness continued that Yorko told hiiu 
when in Tacoma that it was fortunate 
witness waa raarriod aad had not boon in 
tho house . that night, or else ho 
would have found himself in the saiiie 
trouble. 

Bonjaniiin Fettingill deposed to tho 
stops he took towards obtaining Yorke's 
arrost. His evidence occupied some time 
and ho was under crosa-exaininatioii by 
Mr. T. Davie when the court arose and 
adjourned until 10 o'clock this (Wednes- 
day) morning. 

In the logislotive assembly, before' Sir 
M, B. Begbie, Frank HoUoway, charged 
with stealing, waa found guilty on the 
acoond count — that r;f receiving goods 
well knowing tho aamo to have been stol- 
en. Sentence deferred. 



Ill the case of the Queen vs. Thos. Mc-

Nathan Pointer, summoned on a charge 
of receiving stolen goods adjourned from 
Saturday last. Evidence for the defence: 
Otlicer Lindsay — I called at Pointer's 
store in tho morning about 10 o'clock 
some time last Juno to notify him that 
the parsonage hod been robbed, and gave 
him a description of tho things. Pointer 
had already purchased some of tho thinga 
when I went there first time — I wont 
there thtoo timoa that day. Ho ahowod 
me a pair of pants and a vest the last 
time I wont. He did not show them to 
me the tirat time I went. The vest and 
pants were all tho goods of those stolen 
from the parsonage that were bought by 
Pointer. The money ho had paid for 
thorn was returned to him. 

J. E. White — I am a dealer in aecond 
hand clothing in Victoria; my store is on 
Store street; I havo been in business 
about three years; (coat in question ex- 
amined) this coat is worth to a aecond 
hand dealer from §1.50 to $1.75; a aocoiid 
hand dealer cannot sell gooda for anything 
near their value; a now coat that haa 
never boon worn cannot bo sold ill a sec- 
ond hand store for over half its value; 
people who come to our store expect to 
get gooda cheap; this coat is not worth 
more than $8 or $9 new; it is of common 
ahoddy goods; I would not swear it was 
shoddy, but it is of common gooda; wo 
often buy stolen goods, not kiiosving it.

KIEL MEETlSiOS. 

..Iiuniicnsc Crowdii Attend Outli- 

eriiiBS at.<|uel»ecra"<l. ^f'c \ 
"Places. 

Quebec, Nov. •22. —A meeting call- 
ed to express indignation at tbo execu- 
tion of Kiel, held at Levis, to-day, 
drew an imuionse crowd. Efiisiea were 
burnedi' and llaga inscribed "Glory to 
tlie iffero find' Martyr Kiel," "Death to 
Sir John Macdonatd, ' and "Ilurrah 
for Rielj" were displayed. The jireatest 
enthusiasm jjrevaded. Hon. 'hL Pftl- 
letier called upon all to unite, and .said 
war had been opened by Orangemen 
.in Sherbrooke, in attacking nation- 
alists. Hon. M. Desijardins, conserva- 
tive .tuoraber of parliament, said a pro- 
test against the pxei;ution of Kiel, re- 
presenting 1,500,000 .French Canadi- 
ans had been sent to the government 
but was not recognized, and a threat- 
ened rupture had now coin© between 
the government and province of Que- 
bec. He reminded Sir John Macdon- 
ald of the burning of the parliament 
house iu Montreal in 1813, and latter- 
ly of the scaffold of Kiel. Other pro- 
minent men made strong speeches 
against the government. 

An indignation meeting at Quebec 
Qenter last night was attended by 
3;000 electors. Mr. Bosse, M. P. for 
this conHtituoncy, said he did not think 
the ministers deserved censure. He 
was not allowed to speak further, and 
in the uproar that followed was forced 
to retire. Sfrne threats were made 
against him, but the influence of mem 
bbrs of the committee and the presence 
cf a strong {-.ohsc of policemen prevent- 
ed them' from being carried out. 

Owen Murphy, ex- mayor, Messrs. 
Lomieux and Fitzpatrick, Hon. P. 
Garneau and others addressed the 
meeting. The speakers stated that the 
niovempnt was directed against Orange 
men only, and wanted it distinctly un- 
derstood that the question of Protest- 
antism and Orangeism must not be con- 
founded, and they wished to live "in 
peace in the future as they had done in 
the' past with, the former denomination. 

Auotber indignation mooting was 
held at Cljarlesbourg, the constiuency 
of Hon.' Mr. Oaron, this afternoon. 
There were 3,000 persons present. In 
point of forcible speech and enthusissra 
the meeting almost surpassed any of 
kind yet held. Sir A. P. Carson was 
loudly denounced, and in)precations 
were uttered against bim. He had been 
invited to be present, but did not put 
in an appearance. 

Beauport to-night was also the scene 
of an indignation meeting, which was 
equally loud in |;'/otestation3 and de- 
nunciations as any other meeting.s, 
AT JIOKTREAI.. 

Montreal, Nov. 22. — The Rev. 
father Dowd, at St. Patrick's church 
to-dayj advised his tlock to have noth- 
ing to do with the new national party, 
which he said would lead them to dis- 
aster. 

The long-talked of mass meeting at 
Champ de Mars, by French Canadians, 
was held this afternoon, about 10,000 
persons being jiresent. There were 
three platform J, at each of which the 
French Ua^ floated. There were be- 
tween thirty and forty speakers, who 
one and all protested in strong lan- 
guage against the action of the govern- 
ment in hanging Kiel and called upon 
all present to combine to defeat the 
government. Sir John Mucdonald was 
a special object of invective, liis action 
in the present instance being regarded 
by the spaakers as a crime cf the vito^t 
culpable character, A telegram was 
read from Messrs. Boyd and 'Murphy, 
of the New York Irish Union, protest- 
ing against Orange fanaticism and 
British brutality, and wishing the 
French Canadians success in the strug- 
gle. The following resolution among 
others, was passed unanimously: "That 
in executing Louis Kiel the govern- 
ment has committed an act of inhu- 
manity and cruelty unworthyof a civil- 
lized nation, and de.serves the condem- 
nation of all friends of right and jus- 
tioe, without distinction of race or re- 
ligion.
